In response to the Examiner's telephonic request, the undersigned Applicant's 
representative conducted a personal interview with Examiner Gergiso on October 
31, 2008. Applicants' substance of the personal interview is summarized as follows. 

Examiner Gergiso wanted to discuss the claimed features in order to better 
understand the claimed features and better progress the examination. Accordingly, 
during the personal interview, Applicants' representative related the features recited 
in claim 1 to the various exemplary support found in the specification, the abstract 
and various figures. 

When invited to further discuss the matter, the Examiner did appear to have 
questions/issues regarding the various aspects of claims 1 and 13, and appeared to 
express a desire to see certain exemplary claimed elements more expressly related 
to each other. Further, the Examiner expressed a potential allowable subject matter 
in at least dependent claim 23, when viewed in combination with intervening claim 22 
and base claim 13. 
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The undersigned invited the Examiner to clarify his thoughts as to the various 
issues being contemplated with respect to the pending claims. The interview ended 
with an invitation to the Examiner to provide his observations and findings as an 
Official Communication. -
